immediately separated both of them fiom electnc current 
with the help of dry bamboo and admitted the victims in 
the nearest Civil Hospital The Doctor could not save

On 17-5-2000 one Cheetah Helicoptei from Stingn 
Helipad set out for aerial reccce carrying CE, Bng B M 
Bakshi & Cdr 38 BRTF Shn S S Porwal at 1109 hrs On 
learning from Dett ZZ Bar that the Helicoptei had crashed 
between Dett ZZ Bar and Baralachala (at km 191), another 
Helicopter comprising Wg Crd Chandia Singh, Fit Lt 
Bhusal and Capt Vishal Snvastava (RMO) took off fiom 
Stingn to search for the crashed helicopter It was learnt 
later that all the occupants of the first helicopter were safe 
despite the tact that it had crash-landed Meanwhile rescue 
-party under Officer Commanding RCC also set out by road 
to search out the whereabouts of 1st helicopter On reaching 
Dett ZZ Bar, they learnt that second helicopter which had 
flown from Stingn for rescue operation had not returned

2 OEM Sankara Pillai B under the Command of Officer 
Commanding 70 RCC set out foi search operation They took

immediately rushed towards the crash site He had to wade 


through waist deep snow to reach the crash spot and the other 
persons of the rescue party followed him On reaching the 
crashed helicopter, he found Pilot Fit Lt Bhusal and Capt 
Vishal Srivaslava seriously injured and entrapped in the 
clashed helicoptei Wg Cdr Chandra Singh was found dead
